The Governor-General in Council has determined to borrow one hundred 
and twenty lakhs of Rupees, being the amount required for the public service. 


The following Notification is therefore published :— 


FOUR PER CENT. LOAN. 


. His Excellency the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General in Council has 
resolved to borrow one hundred and twenty lakhs of Rupees for the public 
service in the following manner, 


2.__Promissory Notes will be issued for the said amount in Form A annexed 
to this Notification, being the form of the notes of The Four Per Cent. Loan of 
1842-43, of which Loan the ‘notes to be now issued will form a part. All the 
conditions which apply to notes of The Four Per Cent. Loan of 1842-43 will 
apply to the notes to be now issued. : 

8. Tenders for the whole or any part of the said amount of Rs. 1,20,00,000 
will be received by the Comptroller-General from this date to noon of Friday, 
the tenth of September next. Tenders must be in sums of 500 Rupees or 
multiples of 500 Rupees. 

4. Each tender must be addressed, in the form annexed to this Notifica- 
tion, to the Comptroller-General, Oaleutta, and enclosed in a closed cover, 
superscribed, “ Tender for the Four Per Cent. Loan.” Tf the tenderer is 
not resident in India, he must name an agent resident in India to whom a 
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letter of allotment may be issued if any part of the loan is allotted to such : 


tenderer. 


(a) Each tender must be accompanied by 2 receipt from the Head Office 


of the Bank of Bengal, or Madras, or Bombay, or one oftheir — 


Branches, or from an officer in charge of some Public! , or 
by a cheque drawn in favour of the Comptroller-General on a Bank 
in Calcutta, Madras, or Bombay, or in favour of the Accountante 
General, Bombay, on a Bank in Bombay in respect of tenders 
received by him, or by* Government promissory notes, stand. 
ing in the name of or endorsed to the tenderer or the person 
making the deposit, for not less than one-hundredth, or, if the 
tender be for less than’ Five Lakhs of Rupees, then for not less 
than one-fiftieth, part of the tender. 


(d) Deposits, not being promissory notes, will, in the case of accepted 

tenders, be credited proportionally in part payment of the allot- 

. Mment-certificates issued in respect of the tender, and will bear 

interest for the purpose of clause 14 below from the date of the 

‘ opening of tenders. If any allotment-certificate is not fully taken 
up, the deposit credited in respect of it will be forfeited. 


(c) Promissory notes deposited in respect of any accepted tender will 
be held until all the allotment-certificates issued in respect of 
the tender are paid up, and will, if the allotment-certificates are 
not fully taken up, be appropriated by the Government and 
cancelled. 


5. The rate at which a tender is made must not contain a fraction of an

6. The rate at which each tender is made must be specified in rupees or 
rupees and annas: a tender in which no rate is thus specified, but a subscrip- 
tion is-offered in some other terms, as, for example, at the recorded minimum, 
or at some specified percentage in addition to the recorded minimum, or at the 
average of the accepted tenders, will be rejected as null and void, 


7. The minimum rate at which tenders will be accepted will be recorded 
under the signature of the Comptroller-General, and, before the tenders are 
opened, placed upon the table in a sealed envelope, but will not be declared 
unless some tender is rejected only because it is below the recorded minimum. 

8. Tenders will be opened, publicly, by the Comptroller-General at the 
Treasury Buildings, Calcutta, at noon (Calcutta time) on Friday, the 10th 
September next, and those received under the terms of the footnote under 


clause 4 will be similarly opened by the Accountant-General, Bombay, at: 
11 o’clock (Bombay time) on the same day ; but the contents of the tenders will 


not be disclosed ctherwise than as provided in clause 10. 


9. Tenders at the recorded minimum rate, and at rates above the recorded 
minimum rate, will be accepted in the order of the rates tendered, beginning 
with thé highest rate; the amount allotted at the lowest rate at which tenders 
are accepted will be divided amongst those who have tendered at this rate, in 
proportion, as nearly as may be found convenient, to-the amounts of their 
tenders : provided that no allotment will be issued if the amount distributable 
on any tender is less than.

As a 
dence, Her Majesty’s Secretary of State has _ ly acerepted 
e by the Government of India that the question of the admission of 
India to such service and offices should be reopened and carefully consi 
d has requested that a Commission should be appointed in India 
purpose. He has also expressed a desire that the enquiry to be madé by — 
the Commission should extend, not only to the admission of Natives to 
the offices referred to above, but to their employment in all branches of the — 
ublic service connected with the civil administration of the country. From 
the subjects to be referred to the Commission, all questions connected with 
conditions on which English candidates are admitted to the Indian Civil 
- viee examination in England are excluded. , 


In regard to the constitution of the Commission, the Secretary of State 
indicates his view that it should include a proportion of Native members; which 
may sufficiently represent the different classes and modes of thought in India, and 
that it should also include a trained English lawyer, if possible, of Judicial 
experience. In regard to its object, the Commission would, broadly speaking, 
be required to devise a scheme which may reasonably be hoped to posséss the 
necessary elements of finality, and to do full justice to the claims of Natives of 
India to higher and more extensive ‘employment in the public service. The 
Governor General in Council fully and cordially accepts this decision, and in 
accordance therewith has resolved to. appoint a Commission for the purpose of 
giving elfect to it. In making the suggestion which has now resultéd in this 
decision, the Government of India expressed the belief that any scheme to he 
entirely satisfactory would require parlitimentary legislation hereafter. It may’ 
be further remarked that the investigations of the Commission. now to be con- 
stituted will be preparatory to the Parliamentary enquiry into Indian affairs 
which it is the intention of Her Majesty’s Government to undertake at un 
early date. 


2. As regards the composition of the Commission, the Governor 
General in Council, in view of the scope of the enquiry snd the magni- 
tude and variety of the interests involved, considers that the matter can be 
best dealt with by a Commission consisting of about fifteen members, 
inowiding the President, fr which office His Excellency in Council has 
selected the Hon’ble Sir Charles Aitchison, K.c.s.1,.0.1.8., Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Punjab. The Governments of Madras, Bombuy, Bengal, and the North- 
‘Western Provinces with Oudh will each be invited to submit the names 
of three officers whose ‘personal experience of the actual working of district 
administration (including as far as possible in that term both executive and 
judicial branches) has been suiticiently varied and extensive to entitle them to. 
speak with authority upon that subject for their own Provinces. From the 
names thus submitted the Governor General in Council will select a represent- 
ative foreach of the four Provinces above mentioned. {he Punjab will be 
represented by the President. With a view to ensure the properrepresentation 
of Native opinion on the Commission, the Local Governments named should at 
once take such stepsas may in their opinion be necessary to ascertain the per- } 
sons regarded as.most completely representative of Native opinion: and as com- — 
manding the widest confidence amongst their fellow-couritrymen ; and the Govy-- 
ernor General in Council would be glad to be furnished as soon fis ma ; be found ve 
possible by each of the above Local Governments with the names of iv less qian 
three gentlemen, being fatives of the Province coucerned, who are considered best 
fitted to represent on the Commission the several classes and modes of tho ht. A 
in the Province. From the names so submitted, His Kxeelleney in. Comngat ae 
will choose four Provincial representatives, and he will also reserve the power 
of making, after due consideration and enquiry, additional nominations ges :

_ country. The enquiry thus contemplated is not only one of great magnitude 
and importance, but such as requires a careful preliminary collection of 
facts. Such an investigation has already been made in regard to the class of 
appointments hitherto ordinarily reserved for the Oovenanted Civil Service 
aad in regard to uncovenanted executive and judicial posts ; bat no such inves- 
tigation ‘has been prosecuted inthe case of other branches of the public 
service. For these reasons, and also because the constitution of a Commission, 
Niettled rather with reference to the considerations likely to arise in connection 
with the Posts above referred to, might not be altogether suitable for an enquiry 
into special branches of the public service, it seems desirable that the two matters 
at be separately dealt with. For the present, accordingly, the Government 
of India thinks it well that the Commission should direct its.attention mainly to 
the question of the conditious under which Natives of India should be 
employed in the posts whichare ordinarily reserved for the Covenanted 
Service, and-to questions relating to the admission of Natives of India and Euro- 
peans respectively to those branches of the Uncovenanted Service which are - - 
directly engaged in the executive and judicial administration of the country, 
The enquiry in regard to other branches of the public service will thus be post 
poned until the more important question has been dealt with. It may afterwards 
be convenient to reconstitute the Commission with a view to enable it to deal - 
with theremaining questions, which are more or less technical in their character, 
aud for a proper settlement of which it is essential that recourse should be‘ 
-had to the professional opinion of experts. 


4. With reference to the preliminary collection of facts declared in the 
foregoing paragraph to be a necessary preparatory step in this enquiry, it must 
here be stated that the question of-the proper strength of the Covenanted Ser-. 

“vice has already formed the subject of careful examination, and important 
decisions upon it.have been arrived at by the Government of India in commu- 
nication with Her Majesty's Secretary of State. All relevant papers bearing on 
this question will be laid before the Commission, and it is believed*that, in view. 
of the discussions which have already taken place, and the conclusions 
which have been come to, there will be no necessity to go over the same 
ground again. The Commission, however, is not precluded from reviewing the 
facts thus collected or the conclusions thus arrived at. Accordingly, should it find 
in the course of its investigations reason for thinking that a further limitation 
in the number of posts reserved by law for the Covenanted Service is desirable, 
/or that the larger employment of Natives of India in particular offices or classes 
of offices connected with the civil administration not now usually held by 

‘them imay be conducive to the public good, either absolutely or on condi- 

‘tion of the freer admission of Europeans.to offices from which*they in their 
turn are now excluded, it will not be debarred from submitting any recom- 








1endations it may desire on such points. ‘These, however, should be regarded as 
Supplementary points, and the most important duty of the Commission in this 
Portion of its ge was will be to consider the means best adapted to secure 
idmission ‘of competent Natives of each Province of India to such full 
on of the Covenanted Service employed in that Province as may not- 
orders of Her Majesty's Government be reserved for Europeans.

_. 9. With regard to the question of affording facilities to Natives of India to

obtained under the existing system*of the open competition in England 
for the public service in India are the best. as regards character and capacity 
who could be got for it under any system; (2) whether such a system 
‘is favourably looked upon by large and important classes in India; and 

(8) what is the relative weight to be attached to recent representations which ° 
affirm the general willingness of Indian youths to cross the sea for educa- 
tion, and to others which as strongly deny it. The British Indian Associa- , 
tion, for example, appears to have said in a petition to Parliament that 
“a journey to England entails not only expense and hardship, but the loss of 
social position to all but the small minority who break with Indian society 
from personal motives, and are unable to faithfully reflect its sentiments by 

reason of their isolation.” it). 


10. In conclusion, the Governor General in Council would observe that 
he has no desire to fetter the discretion of the Commission as to the particular 
method of enquiry which it desires to pursue.

These figures, compared with those for the preceding year, show an increase of 
86,579 in number and of Rs. 13,855 in value. An arrangement which will, 
it is hoped. conduce to economy has been introduced since the close of the year. 
Under it Local Governments and Departments will be charged for the work 
done for them and for maps supplied by the Survey of India. 

Among maps undertaken on special requisition were (1) a railway and 
road map of the North-West Frontier as far as Quetta, (2) a map showing the 
distribution of the principal religions in India, and (8) a large skeleton map of 
India. The last of these, as well asan elaborate model, based on the 82 mile 
map of India, showing all the hills of which the scale admits, was prepared 
specially for the Colonialand Indian Exhibition. 

Besides the issue to other departments of 27,643 instruments valued 
at Rs. 1,61,590, to additional work amounting in value Rs. 12,437 was done 
by the Mathematical Instrument Office. A thorough and much-needed stock- 
taking of the instruments and stores in the depOt was effected.
